There was some question here today as 
to. whether the customs officials. would 
be compelled to make public at once the 
clearing’ of -the Deutschland when it 
occurs or whether, if such announce- 
ment could be construed as furnishing 
military information of value to Ger- 
many’s enemies, they would be required 
to withhold it in order to comply with 

irit of true neutrality. Captain 
cre onle himself declared today the pub- 
lication of such information on the part 
of the Government ‘would be a matter 
of indifference to him. 

‘J shal! clear and announce my de- 
parture- like any other merchantman 
and then go out,” he asserted. 

German circles here are agitated over 
the current report that the real reason 
for . rushi the departure of the 
.Deutschiand is the imminent arrival here 
of the Bremen, which is declared to be 
the second merchant submarine to be 
expected at this port. With more con- 

fidence every day, the coming of the 
Bremen is put forth as an indisputable 
fact. The actual arrival of the Deutsch- 
land after declarations that she would 
come, had been scouted and ridiculed for 
weeks, has led skeptics in maritime cir- 
cles here to hold their peace over the 
Bremen. 

The Eastern Forwarding Company's 
specially built pier at which the Deutsch- 
land lies,. with its elaborate arrange- 

ments. for guarding the «vessel and 
shielding it and the operations aboard 
from-curious eyes, is the onl lace in 
the local harbor, it is cqnced the 
agents would be satisfied to berth the 
Bremen..'

Deaths from, infantile paralysis re- 
ported in the city yesterday were only 
one more than half the number reported 
the day before, and yesterday's figures 
for the new cases showed a decrease of 
thirty-three, the records being: Deaths, 
yesterday, 17; Tuesday, 82; new cases, 
yesterday 162; Tuesday, 195. 

Although Health Commissioner Emer- 
son and his assistants were inclined to 
be encouraged by this comparison, they 
repeated what they had said before, that 
no reliable estimate of the. advance or 
retrogression of the disease. could be 
made from two days’ figures, but they 
were struck with the borough figures 
for yesterday as emphasizing more 
strongly even than usual the fact that 
the 6utbreak .is really a Brooklyn 
scourge which has’ jumped, not spread, 
to spots in” Manhattan, the Bronx, 
Queens, ‘and Richmond Boroughs. 

For example, although yesterday's 
total figures for the whole city were 
higher than the average since the be- 
ginning of the outbreak, in all of the 
Boroughs except Brooklyn there were 
fewer new cases and fewer deaths than 
on almost any day. Of the 162 new cases, 
there were only thirty-one outside of 
Brooklyn, and of the seventeen deaths, 
there were only five outside of that 
borough. 

One of the most truly encouraging 
facts of yesterday's reports, in the opin- 
ion’ of Dr. Emerson, was that none of 
the day’s cases was in a new district. 
The Health Department's object in 
fighting the disease is twofold, it was 
explained—first, to confine the disease 
to its present areas of infection, and, 
second, stamp it out in those areas. 
Indications that it is being confined to 
the infected areas are therefore encour- 
aging. 

No encouraging sign, however, is ac- 
cepted by the city authorities as a justi- 
fication for slackening up their warfare 
against infantile paralysis, and yester- 
day, as has been the case on every day 
for weeks, was marked by augmentation 
of forces and extension of the campaign. 

The conference of leading physicians 
summoned to his office by Mayor Mitch- 

el was the chief development. The heads 
af city departments, who organized last 
Sunday to fight the disease, atterided 
the conference. 

The physicians, who were present at 
the_request of the Mayor, formed them- 
selves into a Special Advisory Board, of 
which Dr. 8. S. Goldwater, of Mount 
Sinai Hospital and former Health Com- 
miasioner, was made Chairman. 

The New Board’s Plans. 

This board will not supersede either 
the Standing Advisory Committee of the 
Health Department nor the special Phy- 
sicians’ Committee appointed by Dr. 
Emerson to assist him; but its members 
will follow the progress of the epidemic, 
watch special cases,perform experiments, 
and observe conditions herein with 
a view to making practical suggestions 
whenever possible. Meetings will be held 
whenever Dr. Goldwater and his asso- 
ciates on the board think it advisable. 

In addition the board yesterday desig- 
nated a subcommittee with the general 
purpose of assisting in the fight against 
the disease, and with the special pur- 
pose of studying and reporting to Dr. 
Emerson and the Mayor on two matters 
about which there is now general uncer- 
tainty. 

These special matters are; 

First—The question of carriers as it re- 
lates--to the mémbers of a family in 
which a case of infantile paralysis has 
occurred. The committee will devote 
itself to extensive and. detailed field 
work in following. the members of such 
families who have gorie into other locali- 
ties than those in. which»the disease 
originated, whether’ within the city or 
without, to determine, if possible, 
whether any cases in such new localities 
can be traced to the persons followed: 

Second, the committee will formulate 
a more succinct and simple statement 
than has yet been distributed of the 
known and hypothetical preventive 
measures and symptoms of the disease. 
This statement will be printed In many 
languages and distributed broadcast for 
the’ benefit of mothers, Paysicinas, and 
others. / .

STEAMSHIP VAN HOGENDORF, 
via : Miami,..Fla., July .12.—Recelved a 
wireless signal of distress frém the 
steamship Ramos at 8:15 o'clock this 
morning. Arrived at the place of dis- 
tress at 4 P, M., but found nothing. of 
the Ramos. -Dull and rainy’ weather. 
Hailed the Norwegian sailing vessel 
Hamingja at 5:80 this afternoon, but.she 
had seen nothing of the Ramos. 


Distress signals from the steamship 
Ramos reporting. that her engines were 
disabled. and that. she was sinking 310 
miles northwest of Watling’s Island ih 
the Bahamas were picked up at -8:20 
o’clock yesterday morning by the 
steamship Van Hogendorp and relayed 
to the Marconi wireless station at. Mi- 
ami, Fla. 

As indicated by the foregoing dispatch, 
the Van Hogendorp reported at. 5 
o'clock in the afternoon that she had 
arrived at the last position given by 
the Ramos and had been unable to lo- 
cate the ghip, but was continuing the 
search in thick weather. The captain 
of the Van Hogendorp added that he 
had little hope of finding the disabled 
vessel. 

The Ramos sailed from Philadelphia 


for Cartagena on’ July ® with  carge 
She is a vessel‘of 848 gross tonnage, 


but carried no passengers. Shé was| 


buil€ at. Sunderland in 1885, and pur- 
chased eleven years ago by the New 
York & Porto Rico Steamship Company, 
which used her as a feeder, to. go. round 
the island and collect freight for its big 
steamships trading between New York 
and San Juan.

WILSON INTERESTED

After Consulting with the Pres- 
ident, Inquiry ls Ordered 
by Secretary Baker. 


PHELAN CASE TAKEN UP, TOO 


Friends of President Hostile to Gen. 
Wood, Who Got the Report 
on Sixty-ninth Officers.

WASHINGTON, July 12.—After a con- 
ference with President Wilson today, Sec- 
retary Baker directed Major Gen. Scott, 
Chief-ofthe Army General Staff, to 
make an inquiry into the circumstances 
attending the action of Major Gen. 
Leonord Wood, commanding the Eastern 
Military Department, in ordering the 
discharge from the Federal: service of 
Colonel Conley and Lieut. Col. Phelan 
of the Sixty-ninth New York Regiment 
on the ground,that they had been found 
physically disqualified for military duty. 
It was said in an authoritative way that 
,the Prasidént had takén @ pe@rsonal in- 
terest in the matter and that he wanted 
all the facts ascertained. 

There were hints from persons close 
to the Président that he was anxious to 
learn whether the detaching of the two 
chief officers of the Sixty-ninth had 
been due to any other reason than that 
assigned. Friends of the President are 
angry with General Wood, and anything 
that: would give the Government a 
chance to discipline him would please 
them. The feeling against him began 
some time ago and was Yatensified when 
it was reported prior to the Chicago 
Convention that he would be a candi- 
date for the Republican nomination for 


President. 
There has been talk that regular army 


officers were anxious to have army men 
placed in command of State militia or- 
ganization sent to the Mexican border. 
This desire, it has been asserted, showed 
itself in efforts to have commanding of- 
ficers of such organizations detached 
from their commands in order that regu- 
lar officers could be appointed to suc- 
ceed them. Some talk of this character 
has been heard in militia circles since 
yesterday morning, when Colonel Con- 
ley and Lieut. Col. Phelan were detached 
from ‘the service with the Sixty-ninth 
by direction of General Wood on the 
basis of reports made by army medical 
officers. Nothing has come to light 
here, however, to indicate that this sus-

BERLIN, July 12, (via London.)—The 
Austro-German retirement from the 
Czartorysk Salient, just seuth of. the 
Pinsk swamps, having been completed, 
the opposing armies have come to grips 
all along the line of the Stokhod River, 
where von Linsingen has elected. to 
stand and cover the approach to Kovel.

Arredondo and Polk Discuss Board 
of Six to Adjust Disputes 
With Mexico.

THE BEACHES ARE THE PVBLIC'S. 

After a protracted fight in the courts 
the State, through its Attorney Gen- 
eral, has succeeded in establishing ‘the 
public’s right of free access to all parts 
of the Coney Island beach not spe- 
cifically surrendered by act of the 
Legislature. A decision handed down 
by the Court of Appeals yesterday di- 
rects the Steeplechase Park Company 
to remove those portions of its struc- 
ture which project beyond high-water 
mark. This decision confirms the 
judgments of the trial and appellate 
eourts which held such projections to 
be ‘an encroachment on the public 
right, and therefore a nuisance. 

At common law the seashore, that is, 
the space of land between high and 
low water mark, belongs in this coun- 
try to the State. Uniess the State has 
conveyed away its interest by a spe- 
cial grant, the public ‘have the right 
to the unhindered use of all tidewater 
land for purposes of bathing, fishing, 
and navigation. The decision just ren- 
dered by the Court of Appeals ex- 
pressly confirms that right, except as 
to a small portion of the shore line of 
Coney Island granted by the State to 
JosePH HUBER in 1897. 

Many parts of the Coney Island 
beach have been unlawfully pre-empted 
by private interests that have charged 
money for the mere right to approach 
the. water. and enjoy’ bathing privi-

' Accumulations of refuse containing 
garbage in the public streets at various 
points in the congested districts have 
been reported during last few days. 
These are conditions’ that exist con- 
tinuously in the congested districts, 
and are solely the product of violations 
of city ordinances by householders 
who, despite repeated warnings and all 
that we can do to the contrary, insist 
on: throwing the refuse into the streets. 
in place of collecting it in proper re- 
ceptacles as provided by law. A real 
city cleanup} with the maintenance of 
cleanly conditions, can be effected only 
if honseho}ders will co-operate by ob- 
serving those ordinances forbidding the 
spreading of refuse in the streets. 


The defilers of the streets are to 
blame, of course. There is no defense 
for them. It is a case for police action 
rather than for the Health Depart- 
ment. If a few scatterers of garbage 
were punished, others would take the 
hint. Those who threw a dead horse 
into Gowanus Canal, which would dis- 
.grace Cologne with its seventy-two 
odors, should be punished, and also 
those who left it there eight days. 
There are hot days ahead, and they 
should be made hotter for those who 
endanger the lives of others as well as 
themselves.

could not be found. On making inquiry 
of the State Superintendent of Insur- 
ance, this man was informed that he 
had no redress except as against the 
agent—that the latter had acted, not as 
agent of the company, but of himselt 
and of others who took out insurance 
through him. 


insurance agent and the insured ought, 
perhaps, to be known to all, since it is 
already a matter of court decision, but, 
as a matter of fact, not many property 
owners do know it, the almost unani- 
mous assumption being that payment to 
an agent who can deliver a properly 
signed and receipted policy is in effect 
Payment to the company whence the 
policy comes. 

The case recounted was not as bad, 
of course, as it would have been it the 
agent’s malversation of funds had in- 
validated the policy during the .greater 
part of the half-year period, and so 
left the insurer unprotected when he 
thought he was safe. That, it seems, 
could not happen until notification of 
the intention to cancel had been given 
by the company. But there was some- 
thing wrong, and seriously wrong, in 
the situation as it existed, nevertheless, 
and it is apparently the duty of the 
fire insurance companies, as well as in 
their interest and in the interest of their 
honest agents to provide that every 
payment of premiums shall be definite 
and final as validation of a policy for 
the time stated on it. If property own- 
ers, to be safe, must make their. pre- 
mium checks payablé to the company, 
and not to the agent, they should be 
told so, and that practice should be in- 
variably followed.

NEED FOR A NATIONAL AIR. 


Wherein “The: Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner” Falls Short of Requirements. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Are we forever to be saddled with a nation- 
al anthem that Is of foreign make, that is 
unasingable because of its extreme range of 
notes, that fails, therefore, in the first essen- 
tials of a patriotic song? ‘‘ The Star-Span- 
gled Banner”’ is inspiring When we hear it 
Played, but it is next to impossible for the 
average person to sing it. The melody was 
once an old English drinking song, and as 
such is musically unsuited and from an aes- 
thetic standpoint unfit for-patriotic purposes. 
It is not constructed for mass singing. ‘“‘ My 
Country, "Tis of Thee,’ as most persons ap- 
preciate, is a rather weak poem set to a for- 
eign tune, and therefore does. not fil} the bill. 

The question arises: What {gs necessary for 
the adoption of a song by the people of the 
United States asa national air? Mere gov- 
ernmental approval without popular petition 
would be vain. If we wait for a song to be 
“born of the occasion ’’ we will have no bet- 
ter music than ‘‘ Tipperary’’ or ‘' Yankee 
Doodle ‘'; if it must be strictly ‘‘ in the-spirit 
of the times’’ it will become a monotonous 
relic a decade hence. 

Our national anthem should be good music— 
not only inspiring in melody and harmony, 
but dignified in workmanship and, above all, 
set to a noble poem. The lines of ** The Star- 
Spangled. Barner,’’ because of their local 
character and queer phraseology in spots, fall 
tar below the standard. What a mouthing 
sentence for «a>ivric:. ‘*; Whose, broad stripes 
and bright stars,*“to: whieh-miust be: added 
‘thro’ the per-il-Ous fight, o’er’the raniparts 
we watched, .were so gallantly streaming ’’.? 

Although there are many attempts to pro- 
vide a. new nationa! anthem, most of the 
contributions are very feeble. Either the 
verse is idle, with a familiar setting of rocks 
and rills, sentimental stuff, or purely imita- 
tive, or the music lacks the qualities of spir- 
itedness and permanency., One evening at a 
concert at the Waldorf-Astoria given by the 
Schumann Club of New York I witnessed the 
strange’ ‘sight “of an entire’s audience rising 
during the singing of a patriotic American 
song. Apparently a new composition, it was 
the most inspiring tribute I have ever heard. 
I should like to know more of this thrilling 
song, and I wonder why its use is ovideaply 
restricted to hotel concerts. 

If it is true, as modern music authorities 
inform us, that talent in this country fs as 
great as in Europe, why cannot it produce 
that first and simple requisite, a good na- 
tional anthem; or, if it has actually been 
written, why cannot all be privileged to hear 
it and to learn it? Im these troubled days, 
when the sterncr emotions are felt to the 
ends of the earth, and when our own country 
is war-threatened, perhaps a song as good as 
those of other lands will come to us,

HANDLING THE EPIDEMIC. . 


Inexpert Criticism a Source of Hin- 
drance to the Health Department. 


T» the Editor of The New York Times: 

The statements in regard to the. use of 
spray disinfectants made by J. T. Ainslie 
Walker in TH® TIM@s are entirely uifwar- 
ranted. The criticism leveled at the City 
Department of Health for not using such a 
method of disinfection for the control of in- 
fantile paralysis is absolutely unscientific. 
The use of spray disinfectants during the 
disease, or fumigation at the termination of 
a case of communicable disease, has not. been 
found to be efficacious in controlling an 
epidemic. 

Propert disinfection of the discharges dur- 
ing the communicable stage of. infectious 
diseases is of known value and is. recom- 
mended by the City and State Departments 
of Health. The knowledge of the transmis- 
sion of the different communicable diseases 
makes it necessary in some instances“to dis- 
infect \articles’ that have been contaminated 
during the Isease. 

If Mr. Ainslie Walker had a wider ‘knowl- 
edge of: the bacteriological origin: of com- 
municable diseases he could not have made 
such statements, which have no conviction to 
the scientific reader. At the present. time, 
when there is so much alarm at the presence 
of infantile paralysis in the city, such state- 
ments create unnecessary anxiety and a feel- 
ing of lack of confidence in the City. De- 
partment of Health, which is doing every: 
thing in its power to control the epidemic, 
and In accordance with the* most modern 
and practical methods for the control of such 
a disease.

MORGAN: TAPESTRY REMAINS 


A French Gothic, ‘The Crucifixion,” 
Woven In 1300, Has Been Pur- 
chased—A Malbone Portrait, 


Most interesting among the exhibi- 
tions of the month in the Recent. Acces- 
sions Room of the Metropolitan Art 
Museum, which will be on view to. the 
general public today, is an old over- 
mantel by the famous English sculp- 


tor and wood carver, Grinling Gibbons. 


It was purchased upon the dismantling 
of an old English mansion, Holme Lacy, 


passed. by marriage into the hands of; 


the Earls. of Chesterfield. . 

The house wag a perfect example of 
the magnificence of decoration of Eng- 
lish. country houses from the time of 
Charles II., and was particularly notable 
for the carved decorations of Grinling 
Gibbons. .Some of the finest of his work 
in interior decoration was to be seen 
there. 

The delightful work in the beautiful 
carving which the Museum has pur- 
chased is in the form of woven garlands 
of flowers. They form twb deep fes- 
toons at the top and hang in a long, 
straight line on either side, the ends fin- 


ished with tassels all in carved and gild- 
ed oak. In .the centre of the top festoon 
sits. and —** witn a sprig of oak in his 
beak, and the centre of the second 
festoon are the entwined letters of the 
tamily .name, surmounted by a Via- 
count’s coronet. There is a carved panel 
at the base between the lower ends of 
the garlands, and in the space above 
this, in the old house, framed by the 
gracetully carved garlands, hung a por- 
trait, one of the famous Van Dycks 
for which the house was famous, 

The room in which the overmantie 
was’ placed was of mammoth propor- 
tions and the carving measures sixteen 
feet, five inches in height and is eight 
feet, ten and one-quarter inches across. 
For the sake of exact accuracy the carv- 
ing is ‘‘ attributed ” to the “ period” of 
Grinling Gibbons, but as it is known 
that he was in charge of the decorations 
of Holmelace there is actually little 
doubt but that the work was designed 
. — carved by him, assisted by

Another piece of work by the same 
artist to be seen in one of the cases of 
the Recent Accessions Room is a panel 
from a different source, made of un- 
Painted wood, deeply undercut, the royal! 
arms of George lL; supported by the 
lion and the unicorn, with surrounding 
acanthus leaves. 

One of the famous tapestries of the J. 
Pierpont Morgan collection which was 
on exhibition at tne museum is now to 
remain there. permanently, for the mu- 
seum has acquired it by purchase. It 
is a small, but precious, rench Gothic 
tapestry, ‘‘ The Crucifixion, woven 
about 1300. It belongs to a period when 
in a series of be Pee wars the French ! 
churches were pillaged, and this is the! 
oldest French tapestry known. There is 
a well-worn, blue, starred background 
with five figures, the Figure upon the 
Cross, dotted with red papreaenti the 
bleeding from every pore; the irgin 
and St. John, at the right and left, and 
two other figures of Saints. Character- 
istics of the earliest tapestry weaving 
are shown in the delightful effect pro- 
duced by the ten colors to which these 
early workers were limited. 

A charming picture and delightful ac- 
cession to e museum is the “ Portrait 
of Himself,’’ by Edward Greene Mal- 
bone, the ‘American miniaturist. The 
museum already owns five miniatures by 
Malbone and the portrait, which is a 
little more than eleven inches by nine 
shows characteristics of the miniaturist 
and painter on ivory. Malbone was born 
in-1777, left his home in Newport, R. L., 
to go to Providence and take u his 
chosen profession at 17, and died 3807. 

The picture shows a charming face 
with a piquant expression like a woman; 
powdered hair and high stock and coll- 
ar. A red curtain forms the background 
and a bit of sky is shown. That the

PERMITS GOETHALS TO QUIT. 


President Gives Consent and Colonel 
Harding Will Succeed Him.

WASHINGTON, July 12.—President 
Wilson today gave what was said at the 
White House to be a very reluctant con- 
sent to the resignation of Major Geh. 
George W. Goethals from the vernor- 
ship of the Panama Canal Zone and his 
retirement from active service in the 
United States Army. General’ Goethals 
called on the President to urge that he 
be permitted to give up work on the 
canal, and afterward the statement was 
authorized by the President that he had 
left the matter to the determination of 
General Goethals, which means that he 
will resign. 

The right to retire from active mili- 
tary service was granted to General 
Goethals in the act of Congress authoriz- 
ing his promotion to the rank of Major 
General. 

He. will be succeeded as’ Governor of 
the Canal Zone by Colonel Chester Hard- 
ing, Corps of Engineers, United States 
Army, who was sent to the Isthmus with 
a view to the. succession upon: the re- 
tirement of General Goethals. What 
line of activity will engage General 
Goethals after his retirement was not 
indicated by him today.

Both Sides Dissatisfied. 


The speech was unsatisfactory to the 
Home Rulérs because it seemed to them 
to outline a Home Rule ‘Government 
hampered by all sorts of restrictions, 
while at the same time hinting at the 
permanence of the Ulster exclusion. 

Some of the London newspapers use 
the familiar word “‘ crisis ’’’ in comment- 
ing on Mr. Redmond’s statement, but 
less hysterica) editorials regard the use 
of this word as-an exaggeration. In 
fact, Mr. Redmond’s manifesto may 
prove the means of clearing the way to 
a better understanding between the two 
parties. 

Premier Asquith had a long confer- 
ence with Mr. Redmond today, and un- 
doubtedly strong forces are at work for 
an adjustment of the greivances. Mr. 
Redmond’s manifesto was issued after 
a consultation with the Nationalist lead- 
ers, who evidently felt it impossible 
for them to ignore what they regard 
as Lord Lansdowne’s. one-sided and un- 
fair statement respectihg a basis for a 
provisional Home Rule arrangement. 


In his speech in the House of Lords 
on Tuesday, Lord Lansdowne outlined 
a system for the provisional govern- 
ment of Ireland. Among other sug- 
¥estions*he made was for the mainte- 
nance of a garrison in Ireland strong 
enough to presérve order. He thought 
40,000 troops under General Maxwell 
would be sntffictent.

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FINANCIAL MARKETS 

Stocks Show More Resistance 
—Short Covering a Fac- 


tor—Money Easier. 


The stock market yesterday was not 
entirely free of the same sort of .pres- 
sure to which it had been subjected for 
some days and which had resulted. in 
a considerable declirie in . the general 


devel of prices, but it offered more _re-/|, 


sistance to this pressure, and despite 


the continuance-of a violent downward |’ 


movement in United States: Industrial 
Alcohol, the day's record of net changes 
showed very many advances.. To this 
result recent bears contributed in’ con- 
siderable degree, for short covering 
Played no small part in the course 
which the market took. 

The appearance of what was taken to 
be. banking support had a good deal 
to do with the decision of the bears 
to cover some of the sales which they 
had made earlier in the week. They 
were also impressed with the degree 
of resistance which. not a few stocks 
in ‘the list -had: shown to the downward 
tendency in the price level as a whole. 
Just as in former ‘days ‘when prices 
were-rising and predictions were “being 
freely made of still higher ‘prices to 
come, so yesterday’s prices, much under 
the market, were being suggested for 
some of the stocks which had suffered 
most in this week’s selling. This was: 
a clear enough’ indication of the ac- 
tivity of the bearish element, who them- 
selves supplied some evidence of a bo- 
lief on their part that they had dis- 
lodged most. of the stock which was 
likely to be brought into the market 
through the exertion. of the sort of 
pressure which the bears have put upon 
the list in the hope of accentuating the 
effect of the considerable amount of 
actual liquidation which the market 
has had to encounter. * 

In large part technical conditions 
and considerations were responsible for 
the greater steadiness of the list as a 
whole, but betterment in the money 
situation also had something to do 
with it. Call money was renewed at 4% 
per cent. and loaned as low as 8% 
per cent. before the day was over. That 
was in sharp contrast with the 6 per 
cent rate of two days ago. Time money 
was also easier, though fairly high 
rates were still being bid for special 
loans. The demand for accommoda- 
tion on all industrials has, however, been 
met indirectly to a considerable extent 
by the liquidation of the last few days 
and by the accompanying marking down 
of prices in a number of stocks of 
the sort which need to be financed 
through special loans. 

The receipt of more gold from Canada 
came as a reminder of the Jarge con- 
tributions to this country’s banking re- 
serves which have been made in the 
shape of gold shipments by the Euro- 
pean countries which are borrowing 
here. The French loan is now being 
looked for from day to day, though the 
formal announcement may be allowed 
to wait the return of the money 
market to an easier position... Unless 
the unexpected happens lower rates 
should come about as a result of the 
lending here of money attracted to New 
York by the recent advance in rates 
and in response to the return to mar- 
ket use of money temporarily with- 
drawn through the recent payment of 
Federal taxes. Other classes of money 
have become firmer in sympathy with 
the rise in the price of Stock Exchange 
loans, but the advance has been very 
slight in the sort of credit which the 


Federal Reserve banks are in po- 
sition to provide. The recent flurry 
in the’ money market, if it may be 
called that, has been accompanied by an 
advance of not more than a quarter of 
1 per cent. in the rate on bank ac- 
ceptances eligible for rediscount with 
the Reserve ank.

Vigilant Aids. 

One of the big banking houses notified 
its several hundred employes yesterday 
that wherever a case of infantile paraly- 
sis developed in the immediate neigh- 
borhood of their homes they were to 
remain away from business until dan- 
ger of infection wag past.

A Real Break. 

A statistician who took 383 ag the 
average price of Industrial Alcohol 
stock in normal times and added the 
estimated earnings per share arising 
from war business reached the conclu- 
sion that the stock was worth 116, and 
that the decline had gone far enough 
when it reached that, figure. The mar- 
ket thought so, too, for about an hour. 
Yesterday the downward plunge was 
resumed and the price broke through 
par.

French Loans Still Unannounced, 

A truckload of securities from abroad 
was added yesterday to previous con- 
signments that have gone into the 
vaultg of the Bankers’ Trust Company, 
and while no one in close touch with 
the loan negotiations would say so, it 
wag the understanding in the financial 
district -that the last of the collateral 
which is to be placed under the $100,- 
000,000 loan to the French Government 
had been received. It had been planned 
to make the terms of the new financing 
public before this, but there were un- 
looked-for delays in getting the securi- 
ties here. Arrangements for the loan 
were completed some days ago, and it 
is probable that the terms will be an- 
nounced today if the work of checking 
up the collateral is finished in time.

May Enter Reserve System, 

The head of one of the largest State 
banking institutions said yesterday that 
conditiong which made it seem unwise 
a@ year ago for State banks to join the 
Federal Reserve system have been 
largely done away with, and that he ex- 
pected to see a number of new members 
added before lorg. An important change 
which has been recommended to the 
Reserve Board, under which banks 
doing an acceptance business would be 
allowed to deduct from their accept- 
ances outstanding the amount owned 
by them abroad, is now receiving con- 
sideration, and it igs understood that the 
board is disposed to make it. This 
practice is followed in other countries, 
but the law as now interpreted permits 
member banks to accept drafts only to 
the amount of their capital and surplus.

Another Broker Culprit. 

Governors of the New York Stock Ex- 
change held another special, and pro- 
tracted, meeting yesterday afternoon, 
but they refused to make any state- 
ment afterward as to what action had 
been taken. There was a report on the 
floor of the Exchange that another 
broker was up on charges of serious 
misconduct. If he was found guilty the 
announcement of his suspicion will be 
made from the rostrum of the Exchange 
this morning.

Shifting Loans, 

For the last two days out-of-town 
banks have been responding in the usual 
manner to high money rates in New 
York. They have been drawing on 
their New York balances and lending on 
Stock Exchange collateral. While this, 
of course, does not decrease the amount 
of money being loaned it does decrease 
the amount of credits for whieh the New 
York bankg have to provide reserve; 
for in lending out their money in their 
own name the interior banks reduce 
their deposits here, releasing cash pre- 
viously required ag a reserve against 
those deposits. Incidentally the banka 
outside of New York instead of earning 
2 per cent. interest on their balances 
earn the full market rate for call or time 
loans as the case may be. At the rate 
at which call loans were renewed yes- 
terday there was an advantage of 2% per 
cent. in favor of the interior bank 
which drew on its New York balances 
to lend the money on call.

One Source of Bond Demand. 

The vendors of some of the private 
undertakings which have been taken 
over by the promoters of new incorpo- 
rations seem to. have been more con- 
servative than their successorg in. the 
concerns which they had built up 
enough t@attract the promoters of new 
flotations.

GREAT BEET SUGAR GROWTH 


United States Now Producing About 
2,000,000,000 Pounds a Year. 


According to a compilation made yes- 
terday by the Foreign Trade Department 
of the National City Bank, the United 
States will in 1916 hold fourth rank 
among the beet sugar producing coun- 
tries of the world. Until a few years 
ago this country stood last among the 
world’s producers. The bank’s state- 
ment showed that the beet sugar pro- 
duction of the United States, which 
amounted to only 5,000,000 pounds in 
1890, will this year total 2,000,000,000 
pounds if the area planted supplies the 
usual output. 

This would put the: United States in 
fourth place. Germany’s annual produc- 
tion is about 6,000,0000,000 pounds, Rus- 
sia’s 4,000,000,000 pounds, Austria-Hun- 
gary’s a little less than 4,000,000,000 
pounds, France’s about 1,800,000,000, 
Italy’s about 750,000,000 pounds, and 
that of Belgium and the Netherlands 
about 600,000,000 pounds each. 

The statement points out that the total 
consumption of. sugar, cane and beet, in 
the United States has grown from 2, 000, - 
000,000 pounds in 1 ~to 8,500,000, 000 
pounds last year. The production of 
sugar in Porto Rico, Hawaii, and the 
Philippines has increased ‘| enormously 
since 1900. 

The report notes that the average in- 
dividual sugar consumption of the United 
States has own — 59 pounds per 
capita in 1 to 80 pounds od capita 
in 1910, and 86 sounds pe per capita in 1915.
